Prince Peter Karageorgevitrh, pro 
tender to the throne, has been pro 
claimed king by the army, and ther* 
is every reason to believe that I hi* 
decision 
will be confirmed 
by th« 
Servian parliament, which has been 
summoned to meet on June 15. 
The revolution was executed with 
out any opposition on the part of thf 
people of Belgrade, and the capita 
and the country remain tranquil. 


Conspirator« of High Rank. 


W hile the 
main outlines 
of the 
events which took place within th< 
royal pala «* are known, the d* tail- 
an- conflict ina, owing

ordinary secrecy with which the plot 
was contrived and carried out.
